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A NEEDED SAFETY CAMPAIGN. 
Secretary of War Weeks speaks an 
opinion that has been forming in the 
public mind for some time in declaring 
that there are “too many” mishaps in 
the government’s aerial service and 
calling for a safety campaign in that 
branch. 
Although sacrifices seem in­ 
evitable. in the cause of progress, one 
still must think a single life as “too 
many” if there is any method within 
reason of preventing such loss. 
When Secretary Weeks gives it as 
him opinion that the mishap at the 
Aberdeen proving grounds, in which 
seven men lost their lives, was due to 
faulty mechanism, he refers to one 
cause of such tragedies that is avoid­ 
able. 
Another cause is the spirit of 
daring that takes unnecessary risks. 
While there still are many things to 
learn in aerial navigation, enough has 
been learned in the science to render 
unnecessary many of the risky flying 
experiments that were regarded as 
useful at first. 
At any rate, the loss of 18 lives in 
the army air service by four mishaps in 
the last few weeks is enough to create 
a country-wide 
demand for a safety 
campaign in flying.

MORE MEN THAN WOMEN. 
Contrary to general 
opinion there 
are more men than women in America. 
Furthermore there has been a majori­ 
ty of the male sex since 1790, accord­ 
ing to reports of the census bureau. In 
the 1920 census there were recorded 
53,900,376 males and 51,810,244 fe­ 
males, a ratio of 104 to IOO. 
In the 
previous census the ratio was 106 to 
IOO. lOne of the interesting facts is 
that, although the ratio has been as 
low as 103 in decades in which there 
has been no war, there 
always has 
been a decrease in males in a census 
following the termination of a war as 
compared to the one preceding the 
war. This, of course, is what might be 
expected, but is none the less an ilum- 
inating fact.

Taiping Rebellion 1850-1865. 
What is known in history as the 
Taiping rebellion was an insurrection 
of a section of tile Chinese which orig 
mated in 1850 and was not suppressed 
until 1865. The rebels were under the 
leadership of a man who declared 
that he was divinely commissioned by 
heaven to establish a universal peace, 
though his real object was to over­ 
throw the Manchurian dynasty at Pe­ 
king. 
This rebel chief, the Detroit 
News recalls, was named Hung Siuts- 
aan, who began life as a village 
schoolmaster. Branching out, he styled 
himself “the heavenly king” and his 
dynasty “Taiping” or “Great Peace.” 
For a time the insurrection was one 
of formidable dimensions, but the reb­ 
els 
were 
finally 
defeated, 
largely 
through 
the 
assistance 
of 
British 
troops, led by Gen. Charles G. Gordon 
(1883-1885). 
thereafter 
popularly 
known as “Chinese” Gordon.

WIRELESS TO FLASH THE 
TIME TO UNIVERSITY 


Columbia, Mo, 
July 
l l .—W ire­ 
less receiving equipment will 
be 
installed in the astronomy obser­ 
vatory of the University of 
Mis­ 
souri in a few weeks, according to 
H. P. Doole of the physics depart­ 
ment of the university. 
The in­ 
strum ents have been ordered, and 
will be here at any time. The new 
wireless set will be used to 
re­ 
ceive time signals from Arlington 
Va., and Annapolis, Md. 
The time 
signals, which are sent out daily 
by those stations, will be used for 
checking the rate by which the ob­ 
servatory timepieces lost, or gain. 
The wireless signals, according to 
Prof. R. H. Baker of the 
physics 
department, will enable the obser 
vers at the observatory to check 
the accuracy of th eir, watches to 
the tenth of a second. 
The use of wireless time signals, 
Mr. Baker said, is not new at the 
university. 
The 
physics 
depart­ 
ment has had wireless apparatus 
for time reception 
for 
several 
years. The equipment is being in­ 
stalled for the purpose of getting 
exact time, so they may calculate 
precisely the longiture of the new 
obseravtory which has not yet been 
determined. 
Mr. Doole, who is to 
install the set, said 
that 
he will 
use the latest type of equipment. 
W ith this equipment it is expected 
that time signals can be received 
regularly every day under almost 
any atmospheric conditions. 
The 
time required for the transmission 
of a wireless signal is so small as

“The United States is not occu­ 
pying them by right of discovery, 
because they were discovered in the 
16th century by the Spaniard navi­ 
gator Carillo, who gave them the 
names which they now bear. 
“They are now occupied by right 
of purchase, as Mexico has never 
sold them to any person or nation. 
“They are not occupied by right 
of conquest, for they were never 
conquered. 
“They are not occupied by right 
of territorial 
jurisdiction, because 
the international code of the United 
States sets the principle that the 
territorial jurisdiction of 'a nation 
cannot extend farther than a league 
from shore, and the islands in ques- 
. tion are at a greater distance from 
the shore of the United States. 
“The international code of the 
United States rejects the right of 
conquest by stating that not all 
territory conquered belongs to the 
conqueror, but only that part as­ 
signed by definite stipulations of 
duly authorized treaties.” 
Further proof 
of the claim of 
Mexico to the islands is cited in the 
decree of the queen of Spain in 
1836, declaring that in the future all 
possessions of the Kingdom of New 
Spain belonged to the Republic of 
Mexico, a sovereign 
nation. 
For 
mauy years, Mexico actually exer­ 
cised control over the islands, it is 
asserted. 
In substantiation of the assertion 
that Mexico 
exercised 
dominion 
over the islands, it is pointed out 
that a decree was issued June 20, 
1838, authorizing the governor of 
California to make grants of any 
part of the islands to Mexicans, ac­ 
cording to the stipulations of the 
lew of August 18, 1824, and that the 
titles to parts of the islands grant­ 
ed to Castillero and Carriol in 1839 
and 1841 were nullified by later de­ 
crees of President Santa Anna in 
November, 1853, by President Al­ 
varez in July, 1854, and by Presi­ 
dent Comfort March IO, 1857. 
It is stated 
by 
Excelsior that 
President Obregon may include the 
matter in General Aguirre’s report 
in future negotiations between the 
United States and Mexico toward 
the accomplishment o f'a proposed 
“Treaty of Friendship

METEOR SHOWER ON SUN 
CHUSE OF INTENSE HEH 


Callejo, 
Cal., July ll.—The ex­ 
traordinary warm weather of the 
present summer is caused by an un­ 
usual downpour of meteors on the 
sun, increasing its radiance and ef­ 
fective surface temperature, in the 
belief of Prof. T. J. J. See, govern­ 
ment astronomer at the Mare Is­ 
land navy yard. 
Prof. See voiced 
this belief in a statem ent issued last 
night. He said his belief was bas­ 
ed on extensive research work. 
Citing the fact that unusually 
warm summers occur every IO or 
ll years, he said that “now, for the 
first time, by profound researches, 
astronomers 
are 
able 
to throw 
some light upon this great mystery. 
“Since a mass of meteoric m atter 
greater than our moon is falling 
into the sun 
every century,” he 
said, “it is very improbable that the 
downpour 
proceeds 
at a uniform 
rate. If it comes down in gusts un­ 
der the actions of the clr et plan­ 
ets, Jupiter and Saturn, which are 
now near conjunction and are seen 
together in our evening sky, then 
we should have sudden increases of 
the sun’s radiation just such as we 
now witness all over the world. 
“This is sufficient 
explanation 
□f the unprecedentedly 
hot 
sum­ 
mers.” 


Cowles, Island of Wight, July ll. 
—The Earl of Craven was drowned 
in the waters of the Solent late Sat­ 
urday night or early Sunday.

mysteriously 
from his yacht during the night and 
at 3 oclock yesterday afternoon his 
body was found on the rocks, two 
miles from Cowles. 
The body was taken to Cowles to 
await ah inquest. The Earl of Cra- 
van in 1893 married Miss Cornelia 
Martin, daughter of the late Brad­ 
ley Martin of New York.. 
He was a yachtsman and had 
taken the Solent Lodge, belonging 
to the Marchioness of Ormonde, for 
the Cowles regatta in August. 
He 
arrived yesterday on board his 
yacht, the Sylvia, paid a visit to the 
royal yacht squadron and then re­ 
turned to the Sylvia. He was in his 
usual 
health 
and 
in a cheerful 
mood, members of the crew said. 
He followed the common custom of 
sitting upon deck for a time, read­ 
ing, while the crew turned in. 
When his valet visited his cabin 
yesterday morning he found the 
Earl’s bed had not been slept in. 
It was feared at once that he had 
fallen overboard from the stern of 
the vessel, which has no protective 
rail. 
A strong tide runs at the point 
the Sylvia was moored, and it is 
surmised that, after having tripped 
over a rope or other obstacle and 
fallen into the water he was carri­ 
ed away by the current, although he 
was able to swim. 
One of the guests on the yacht 
left for London to break the news 
to his wife, the Countess of Craven. 
All the flags on the vessels in the 
harbor of Cowles were half-masted 
when the news became known.
